WASHINGTON TP— The Senate 
Thursday night gave final congres­ 
sional approval to a bill authoriz­ 
ing $3,054,000.(XX) in military, econ­ 
omic and technical aid to the free 
world. 
The measure, passed by a voice 
vote, now goes to the White House 
for President Eisenhower’s signa-
